BROOKS  PARK  REBUILT 


HCI  staff  members  are  now  working  to  prepare  and  collect 
evidence  of  the  need  for  a  special  rehabilitation  program  for 
low  or  fixed  income  OMI  residents.  Readers’  help  is  re¬ 
quested,  as  letters  of  support  are  needed  from  you. 

If  approved  by  the  City,  the  loan  program  would  involve 
loans  up  to  $7,500  to  make  critical  repairs  —  plumbing,  wir¬ 
ing,  new  roofs,  etc.,  to  owners  whose  annual  incomes  fall 
below  80%  of  the  median,  i.e.,  family  of  one,  maximum 
$10,750,  family  of  two  $12,300,  family  of  four  $15,350.  Other 
family  size  figures  are  available  from  HCI  at  586-8000. 

Borrowers  then  could  apply  for  this  loan  and  if  qualified 
and  approved,  could  make  repairs  but  pay  no  monthly  loan 
payment,  as  long  as  they  own  the  property.  The  loan  would 
become  due  and  payable  at  the  time  the  property  is  sold, 
assumed  or  transferred.

On  April  22  neighbors  returned  to  Brooks  Park  for  another 
work  party.  Here  Hank  Gomez,  Lonnie  Lawson  and  Mel 
-Roberts  brace  one  of  the  two  barbecue  grills  which  were 
cemented  into  the  ground.  The  work  ended  with  a  picnic  hap¬ 
pily  enjoyed  by  all.

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At  the  same  meeting  com¬ 
ments  were  heard  from  com¬ 
munity  residents  who  ad¬ 
mire  the  neighborhood 
wherein  they’ve  settled  and 
raised  their  families.  Some 
were  vindictive,  some 
forgiving,  some  arguing  with 
their  grandchildren  over 
“rights”  on  the  hill. 

“Kids  with  their  mini¬ 
bikes  are  guilty  of  this,” 
stated  one  perplexed  grand¬ 
mother  whose  grandson  runs 
his  MoPed  up  there.  “They 
think  it’s  THEIR  hill,  and  no 
one  else  should  be  there.” 

“Yes,  but  they  have  the 
run  of  the  hill.  No  one 
bothers  them.  They  buzz  us, 
but  we  don’t  bother  them,” 
argued  another.

POST  ’06  HOUSING  ASSISTANCE 

Out  of  the  chaos  of  the  earthquake  came  order  —  in  the  per¬ 
son  of  James  E.  Phelan.  He  organized  the  Relief  Corporation 
to  tackle  the  problem  of  housing  16,448  homeless  people 
without  giving  away  the  store,  or  giving  people  ideas  about 
comfort  and  luxury  that  would  not  be  in  keeping  with  their 
“station  in  life.” 

Since  the  homeless  were  of  different  social  classes,  the 
classes  of  housing  were  divided  into  three  categories.  First, 
there  were  houses  for  those  who  had  land  and  could  help 
themselves  a  little.  Second,  there  were  houses  for  those  who 
were  entirely  dependent  on  the  city  for  support  and  would  be 
dependent  indefinitely.  Third,  there  were  houses  for  those 
who  had  some  hope. 

For  the  first  category,  those  who  had  some  resources,  I 
bonuses  were  arranged.  Bonuses  were  given  in  the  form  of 
33%  of  construction  costs,  a  direct  financial  gift  for 
rebuilding  in  or  near  the  burned  area  of  the  city.  Of  course, 
you  had  to  build  the  house  first  before  you  got  the  money; 
thus  it  was  a  bonus  building. 

$423,288.17  was  awarded  in  bonuses  in  the  years  following 
the  earthquake. 

For  the  second  category,  those  who  were  always  going  to 
be  a  burden  on  the  city,  there  was  the  Almshouse,  or  a  Relief 
Camp  such  as  the  Ingleside  Camp;  in  addition,  19  tenements 
were  built  on  city  land  for  these  unfortunate  citizens. 

The  third  category  was  the  most  interesting  —  those  who 
had  no  money  but  maybe  would  have  at  some  future  time,  the 
hopefuls.  In  September,  1906,  the  city  built  5,610  cottages  for 
these  people.  The  Relief  Corporation  formed  crews,  brought 
the  lumber  and  built  shacks  at  a  total  cost  of  $884,558.81,  an 
incredibly  low  cost  of  between  $100  and  $150  apiece.  The  cot¬ 
tages  were  crowded  together  in  various  city  parks;  Hamilton 
Square  was  the  first  to  be  finished. 

The  camps  were  completed  very  rapidly,  but  then  arose 
the  problem  of  getting  the  people  to  move  into  them.  The 
citizens  preferred  their  tents  to  the  ugly,  square,  crowded- 
together  shacks.  They  balked  until  a  long,  cold,  very  wet 
storm  convinced  them  that  anything  was  preferable  to  the 
flimsy  tents. 

The  cottages  usually  were  2  or  3  rooms,  with  a  flush  toilet 
and  a  gas  hookup  for  a  stove.  Sometimes  as  many  as  four 
windows  of  diminutive  size  allowed  for  healthful  light  and 
air. 

The  cottages  were  leased  to  the  homeless  for  $4  to  $6  a 
month  until  such  time  as  the  tenant  could  find  space  on  some 
private  land.  Then  he  could  move  this  cottage  onto  the  land, 
be  given  a  deed  to  it  and  a  refund  of  all  the  rent  that  he  had 
paid.  In  the  following  years,  $117,521.50  was  collected  in 
rents,  and  $109,773  was  refunded.

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OMI NEWS'  History ■ 


OMI NEWS 


In  the  fall  of  1965,  the  neighborhood  community  groups  in 
the  Ingleside,  Merced  Heights  and  Ocean  View  coalesced  into 
the  OMI  Community  Project,  whose  aim  was  to  stabilize  and 
improve  the  neighborhood.  The  various  literary  talents  who 
had  been  publishing  the  groups’  bulletins  —  i.e..  Ocean  View- 
Ingleside  District  Newsletter  (Margaret  Bruenn)  and 
Merced  Heights  Neighborhood  Association  Newsletter 
(Margaret  Dorn)  —  banded  together  to  publish  the  OMI  Com¬ 
munity  Newsletter.  , 

The  Newsletter  was  a  mimeographed,  stapled-together  ef¬ 
fort  assembled  first  by  Maxine  Randolph  and  Ruth  Mc¬ 
Arthur,  the  Project’s  director  and  secretary.  They  were  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Roland  Haggard  and  Billie  Jo  Purdy,  the  1967 
director  and  secretary  of  the  Project.  In  these  three  years  the 
Newsletter  was  put  together  by  volunteers  and  mailed  just  to 
interested  persons  in  the  community. 

In  1968  the  Newsletter  blossomed  into  a  regular  monthly 
paper  of  16  to  28  pages,  hand-delivered  to  each  home  in  a  30 
block  area.  Anne  Jayne,  Eleanor  Siden,  Darrtyi  Cox  and 
Sheila  Crifasi  edited  this  “nearly  newspaper,”  and  many 
others  were  involved  in  the  compilation  and  distribution. 
There  were  “stapling  parties”  at  various  homes  where  the 
paper  was  “laughed  together”  each  month;  distribution  in¬ 
creased  from  30  blocks  to  106  blocks,  2,329  copies  —  and  that’s 
a  lot  of  staples.  The  paper  was  supported  by  $60  worth  of  ads 
from  local  merchants;  Gloria  Zucker  was  saleslady  extra¬ 
ordinaire. 

In  May,  1969,  the  paper  went  “legit”  to  a  four-page  tabloid, 
professionally  printed  by  Arnold  Kloppel  at  the  Gutenberg 
Press  on  Ocean  Ave. 

Arnold  was  a  tremendous  help  in  getting  out  the  first  issues 
and  for  his  guidance  the  OMI  News  will  forever  be  grateful. 
Barbara  Emley  was  the  editorial  guidance  and  with  an  ex¬ 
tensive  volunteer  staff,  succeeded  in  publishing  and 
distributing  a  highly  professional  paper.  So,  with  a  second¬ 
hand  book  on  newspaper  publishing,  a  benevolent  printer, 
three  smiles  and  a  giggle,  the  OMI  NEWS  went  to  press  - 
and  BEHOLD,  May  2, 1969,  Vol.  1,  No.  1.  And  it  was  beautiful! 

Bill  Dunn  and  Francis  Marvin  handled  the  distribution  us¬ 
ing  over  300  volunteers  throwing  the  paper  on  the  10,000 
doorsteps. 

The  editorial  staff  structure  changed  in  1970  to  individual 
page  editors  with  a  coordination  editor  to  organize  the  whole 
effort.  This  group  editing  was  very  successful  and  included 
important  personages  such  as  Elaine  Mannon,  Diane  Brunot, 
Toni  Mick  and  Gloria  Zucker.  Lou  de  la  Torre,  a  student  from 
San  Francisco  State,  did  a  professional  job  on  the 
photography  and  took  a  turn  as  page  editor  as  well. 

Among  the  artists,  who  have  contributed  are  John  Disney 
who  invented  the  “OMI”  reader  cartoon  character,  and  Hank 
Gomez,  who  creates  “name  streakers”  and  other  creations 
:rom  time  to  time. 

The  NEWS  quickly  went  from  5,000  circulation  to  10,000  by 
1970.  The  regular  four  pages  sometimes  grew  to  eight  in  an 
ad-fat  month.  The  paper  was  self-supporting,  generally,  but 
in  a  pinch  the  OMI  Community  Association  (previously  OMI 
Project)  helped  out  by  picking  up  the  deficit.  Fund  raising 
events  were  given  regularly,  usually  a  potluck  banquet. 

In  1971  Barbara  Emley  ended  her  long,  happy  association 
with  the  NEWS,  and  Gloria  Zucker  and  Joan  Lyon  shared  the 
editorial  burden  with  the  assistance  of  Marcia  Kleinman, 
Alice  Wallace,  Phyllis  Gomez,  Ocie  Cavitt,  Barbara  Bell, 
Linda  Johnson,  Caroline  Lawton,  Frances  Marvin  and  many 
others. 

As  you  can  see,  the  workers  were  decidedly  female.  Joe 
Mannon  broke  the  monotony  with  his  cooking  column,  “Find 
a  Pot  and  Fill  It,”  and  Bill  Brunot  with  his  “I  Wonder  Why.” 
Leo  McCarthy  started  his  column,  “Dialogue,”  in  the  first 
issue  and  is  still  a  regular  contributor. 
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Other  important  features  of  the  paper  were  the  editoria 
staff’s  “By  the  Way,”  the  Summer  director  that  listed  sum 
mer  activities  throughout  the  city. 

OMI  NEWS  was  generally  self-supporting,  as  we  have 
stated,  but  in  October  of  1973  the  San  Francisco  Foundatior 
granted  the  NEWS  $4,000.  The  proposal  had  been  written  by 
Gloria  Zucker  and  Perker  Meeks,  and  this  money  enabled  the 
paper  to  hire  distributors  for  a  guaranteed,  same-day, 
saturation  delivery;  it  helped  spread  the  printing  cost 
burden,  leaving  more  room  for  news. 

Gutenberg  Press,  which  had  been  so  important  to  the 
paper’s  beginnings,  ran  into  bad  luck  in  1972  and  went  out  ofj 
business.  New,  good  friends  were  found  at  McDougall  Press 
in  Bev  and  Mike  Dougherty,  who  set  the  type  and  did  th^ 
layout,  while  Waller  Press  did  the  actual  printing.  Laterj 
Alonzo  Press  took  over  the  printing. 

Gloria  Zucker  resigned  in  November  of  1973  after  con 
tributing  so  much  to  making  the  paper  a  success.  Marci. 
Kleinman,  Eleanor  Siden  and  Toni  Illick  continued  on  a: 
group  editors. 

The  paper  over  the  years  had  more  and  more  divided  U] 
the  chores  into  distinct  areas  of  responsibility.  Editini 
newswriting,  advertising,  distributing  and  final  step,  billinj 
Linda  Johnson,  Dr.  Willow  Page  and  Addie  Wallace  abl 
handled  this  phase  of  the  operation.  Each  link  in  getting  ou 
the  newspaper  was  vital  and  there  is  no  way  that  each  persoi 
involved  can  be  mentioned,  though  they  are  appreciated  am 
remembered  as  much  as  those  mentioned  in  this  shor 
history. 

In  October  1975,  Marcia  Kleinman  moved  to  Holland 
Margaret  Dorn,  an  early  associate  of  the  paper,  returned 
and  with  Marshall  Reeves  and  Eleanor  Siden,  completed  the 
editorial  board.  Harold  Kruger  joined  the  staff  in  Novembei 
1975  and  later,  Nadine  Shaw  and  George  Fulmore. 


George  Fulmore  became  the  first  non-volunteer  editor  ini 
September  1976,  working  full  time  for  part-time  pay.  George 
gave  the  paper  muscle  that  -it  had  never  had  and  put  lots  of 
little  boxes  around  the  stories  to  point  up  how  important  they 
were.  Under  George’s  leadership,  the  staff  took  an  “APD 
Degree”  (Advanced  Paper  Dolls)  and  pasted  up  their  own 
layouts  for  the  first  time.  The  staff  this  year  included! 
Margaret  Dorn,  Marsha  Fontes,  Eleanor  Siden,  with  many 
others  contributing  stories  and  delivering  batches  of  papers 
to  churches,  schools  and  shops. 

In  April  of  1977,  Margaret  Dorn  talked  her  husband,  Norm, ! 
into  writing  a  column  on  the  San  Francisco  State  Scene.  Pro¬ 
files  of  community  members  was  continued,  as  “Let’s] 
Meet . ” 

In  September  1977  Adria  Garabedian  started  as  editor,  cut 
down  on  the  little  boxes  and  rounded  up  the  leaders  of  the 
community  to  write  stories.  Her  emphasis  was  on  the  com-  j 
munity  of  the  OMI  reporting  the  individual  and  group  newsj 
on  a  consistent  basis.  The  first  wedding  was  covered  in  the! 
October  1977  issue.  Marsha  Fontes’  “Old  Times”  history  col-1 
umn  started  that  year  and  just  recently  Yuvonne  Crawfordl 
Brooks  added  her  “Be  a  Book-a-Holic”  column.  The  “Job! 
Bank”  proposed  by  Addie  Wallace  started  in  September. 

The  OMI  NEWS  takes  the  efforts  of  many  people  in  th< 
community.  It  has  been  and  will  be  the  voice  of  the  OMI  Com 
munity  Association,  a  vital  link  between  the  organization  an 
the  people.  Its  motto  is  as  valid  today  as  it  was  ten  years  age 
“Working  Toward  the  Improvement  of  the  Community.”

San  Francisco  State  University  conducts  its  77th  Com¬ 
mencement  exercise  Saturday,  May  27,  at  1  p.m.  in  the 
6200-seat  Cox  Stadium  on  campus.  Some  thousand  cap-and- 
gowned  candidates  will  participate.  They  will  hear  Canadian 
Ambassador  Peter  Milbum  Towe  as  main  speaker  and  will 
see  Janet  Pomeroy,  founder  and  director  of  S.F.  Recreation 
Center  for  the  Handicapped,  receive  recognition  as  the 
“alumna  of  the  year.”  Mrs.  Pomeroy  established  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  Center  in  1952  when  she  was  a  sophomore  at  S.F.  State. 
The  S.F.  Park  &  Recreation  Department  donated  the  top 
floor  of  the  Fleishhacker  Pool  Building  as  a  facility  for  her 
project,  which  now  accommodates  over  500  handicapped  per¬ 
sons.  She  received  her  A.B.  in  1954,  her  M.A.  in  1962,  and 
served  as  Lecturer  in  Recreation  from  1966  to  1968. 


HONORS  CONVOCATION:  Prior  to  Commencement,  on 
Thursday,  May  25,  at  8  p.m.  the  University  will  laud 
academic  excellence  with  its  traditional  Honors  Convocation 
to  be  held  in  McKenna  Theater.

Despite  the  wanton 
destruction,  dedication 
ceremonies  will  take  place, 
beginning  at  noon  on  Satur¬ 
day,  May  20.  Invited  City  of¬ 
ficials  include  Mayor  George 
Moscone,  Supervisors  Quen¬ 
tin  Kopp  and  Lee  Dolson. 
Recreation/Park  Dept. 
General  Manager  John  J. 
Spring,  and  Ass’t.  General 
Manager  James  C.  Rogers. 

Only  those  who  found  their 
way  up  to  the  scene  within 
five  days  of  the  destruction 
could  have  seen  its  extent 
before  Recreation/Park 
Dept,  workmen  cleared  the 
damage.  Observers  included 
reporters  and  cameramen 
from  TV  Channels  7  and  4, 
whose  reports  were  seen  on 
evening  news  broadcasts. 

This  calamity  is  the  fourth 
in  a  sorry  saga  of  “broken 
dreams”  for  the  hilltop, 
which  commands  one  of  the 
most  spectacular  views  in 
San  Francisco. 

It  was  previously  owned 
by  the  J.H.  Brooks  family, 
who  acquired  the  property  in 
the  early  1930’s.  They  built  a 
house  and  planted  grounds 


which  were  masterpieces  of 
rustic  architecture,  created 
mostly  by  their  own  hands. 

When  the  Brookses  retired  in 
the  1%0’s,  they  were  unwill¬ 
ing  to  let  their  place  fall  into 
the  hands  of  developers. 
With  neighborhood  coopera¬ 
tion  and  petitions  to  the  City 
government,  they  allowed 
the  City  to  purchase  the  pro¬ 
perty  for  much  less  than  its 
market  value.  Their  hope, 
and  that  of  area  residents, 
wa’s  that  the  house  would 
become  a  community 
clubhouse,  with  the  grounds 
to  be  kept  as  an  area  of 
botanical  study  for  children 
attending  nearby  Jose 
Ortega  School. 

It  was  a  boon  to  the  com¬ 
munity  for  several  years. 

But  when  the  City  budget ' 
would  no  longer  support 
responsible  caretakers,  it 
fell  vacant.  It  fell  at  last  to  a 
series  of  three  mysterious 
fires.  As  City  property,  the 
debris  finally  was  bulldozed 
to  obliterate  rubble. 

Now,  once  more,  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  admire  their  com¬ 
munity  are  planning  to 
restore  the  hill  with  the 
crown  of  trees.
